IN S F. JUVENILE JUSTICE SYSTEM 


i&an Francisco, ColifJ - A 
special grand jury. convened to 
si udy the juvenile justice system 
of San Franeisco County, bas 
tound that institutional rncism 
permeates ihc system and that 
officials have failed lo move faal 
enough m espanding use of 
amnmnity-bnsed agcncies as 
juvenile refmal farilitie^, 

In a related developmenl, the 
mayor of th<? pTedomïnanily Black 
communiiy of Easl Palo Allo 
accused the enunty Board of 
Supervisors of rarism in their 
decision lo cut off funds for a 
badly needed program designed 
to prevent juvenile "delim 
qiiency." 

The re&uJLs of the yeardong 
iavCT%Blion of the eivil grand 
jury inLo San Francisco County's 
juvenile court System and the 
Youth Guidance Center i YGCI 
were made public in a press 
conference held at the State 
Building here last week Som»?

The grand jury report praised 
cnmjmunity-based programs that 
have had f»r grealer success in 
decreasjng recidivism among 
youthfui offenders than public 
juvenile institutjons. The report 
referred to an earlier report made 
hy the Junior League of San 
Frenrisco which made an inten¬ 
sive study of five commimity- 
hased juvenile sgenciea in the 
city The League found that:

Norlh Carulina is the least 
unionized state in the LLS.; only 
G.9 per cent of its nonfarm 
workers ure organized, compared 
wilh the nalionnl average of 26 
percent. 

Wages at J.P Stevens plants 
are 31 per cent lower then the 
average national wagc of factory 
workers. There are no grievance 
procedures, no such Lhings as 
sick days. Department of Labor 
inspectors found that Stevens 
plants in the Carotinas ignore 
minimum safety Standards for 
workers, Cotton dust levels — 
three times as thick as naticmal 
minimum henlth levels alfow — 
have disa bied thousands of Ste¬ 
vens workers with Brown Lung, or 
byssinoais.

Ihe high 
court reviewed the death penalty 
statutes of Gcorgia, Florida, 
Tesas, Louisiana and Norlh Ca- 
rolinEi — all of which were passed 
in response to the Supreme 
Court's 1972 ruling which out- 
lawed Capital punishmenL, The 
court, in reversing the 1&72 
dedsion, found ïhot judges and 
juries mav impose ihe death 
ptenalty provided they havet been 
given adequate infonnation nnd 
guidance for detortnining 
whether the sentence ia appro- 
priale in a particular case, 

A related ruling, aiao on July 2, 
held that statos may not impose 
‘ mandatoiy r capita! punjshmem 
law + s by requirlng the death 
penalty for every person con* 
victed of murder. The death 
statulea of Norlh Carolino and 


Floridö were upheld, (See THE 
BLACK PANTHER, July 10, 
1976.1 

The 16a men and women on 
death row in these three siates 
will be among the first affected by 
the Supreme Court's October A 
dfidakm. Eleven other statos 


have similar capita! puniehrnent 
laws, 

The Court made no comment jn 
refusing to reconsider its July 2 
act ion In that decision, Juatices 
Thurgood Marsh n LI, the only 
Black member of the Court, and 
Willi&m Brerman voted to com- 
pletely abolish capita! pünish- 
menL Justice Marshall, in his 
opiniem, sevorely ridkuled the 
belief that the death penalty 
reprosento the popuLor will of the 
American people. 

'"The mere fact that the 
community domands the murdor- 
er's life in return for the evil he 
haa doiiecannot auatain the death 
penalty,'' Justice Marshall wrote. 

The nine justices did agree on 
Monday to rule belween now and 
the close of the current Court 
term next summer on the Consti* 
tuLionahiy of the death penalty in 
rapé cases. The Court hns 
decided to hear the appeal of a 
Georgia inmate namud Ehrlich A, 
Coker who was given the death 
sentenco after being convicted of 
raping a young vso man in her 
home ahortly ofter he had es- 
caped from a nearby prisoti. 

Nn one has been executed in 
the U,S. aince June 2, 1967, when 
Louis Joe iVlonge, a mlddle-agod 
Mexican-Americanp died in the 
Colorado gas chamber on charges 
of murdering hts pregnant wife 
and three of their 10 children . 

The high Court indicated that it 
does not intend to review ©ach 
atato's death sentcnce laws.

(Houston, Texas) - An inde¬ 
pendent eommission of inquiry 
mto the denlh of MiIton Glover, a 
Rluck Vietnam veteran, hos con- 
cluded that the young man was 
brutalJy murdered by two White 
Houston tops. 

The eommission condemnttd 
the city ndministration for its 
"tolereiion of racist police terror 
in the city of Höitston' and 
demanded ihm police öfficers 
Richard Watson and Poreen 
Miller be indteted for murder. 

These findmgs were utiani- 
mously adopted at the end oT a 
public inquiry held on Gjover's 
shooting at Lhe Grealer Jemsa- 
lem Baptist Church in northéast 
Houston. 

Keverend Allan Robinson and 
his wife, Marcina, told the 
eommission how Glover died, 
Shortly aft er 8:1)0 p,m, on March 
20 of Lhis year, lhe Kohmsons 
were driving home, They saw 
Glover cross the road ahead of 
them and continue walking along 
the side of Lhe rood. 

Suddenly, the police crossed 
the Ime of traffic and cume Lo a 
stop directly in front of Glover. 
who was now compietely visible 
in the headlighis of both lhe 
police car and the Robmsons' car. 
ïmmediatdy and without wam in g 
of any kind, the police hegan 
shootiqg. 

e\ctted OFF1CEE 

Offïcer Miller was so excited 
she fired through her own 
windshield. Also, police gtmfire 
smashed through the Robinsons' 
windshield wjth the spraying 
glass temporarily blind ing Rev. 
Robinson. 

A totiii of seven bul k is were 
found in Glover's body, nkhoügh 
Mrs. Robinson explained to the 
eommission that the Viel nam 
veïeraii feil after the First two 
shots were fired, 

The White police officers 
claim ed that Glover approached 
them out of the darkness ïn a 
threntcnïng marnier and that a 
Biblo carried by the Black man in 
his hand ÉÉ lookod iike a gun/' 
The evidence gathered by the 
eommission, however. shows tliis 
story to be & lie. 

The hearings were wcll covered 
by the local news media with 
severaJ news reporters attending 
dong with a film crew from o 
local TV tilaüon. 

Stories iippcared in both major 


TV and radio stations. 

After Glover's murder, no 
official act ion wos taken against 
W atson and Miller. The case was 
presented to a grand jury which 
failed to indici the officers. 
During Lhe grand jury hearing 
only lhe police version of the 
killing was presented and the two 
most obvious wilnesses, lhe 
Kobinsons, were oever cal led to 
testify. 

By Junc. the police, the district 
ottorney and the city administra- 
tion had nearly succeeded in 
co vering up the murder Bul a 
group of community activiste 
organized a widely sponsored 
memorial for Glover, 

At that meeting, reports the 
Militant, the idea of a broad- 
basod independent eommission of 


inquiry was First raised by Isaiah

DeWolt branch of the NAACP,

frame-up Ihat the judge lel him 
off. On February 17 b my bïrlhday, 
and the next day p two huge rallies 
were held, one in Oakland and 
one En [x)a Angelcs Many leaders 
ol the Black revolutionary move¬ 
ment in the United SLates spoke 
at them h including H. Rap Brown, 
then chairman of SNCC. and 
James Forman, thetl head of 
SNCC's New York office 

Amüngthem, aJso, was Stokely 
Carmichael, who came to the jo.il 
to see me. He had just retumed 
from a trip around the world—to 
Africa. Cuba. and Vietnam—and 
n tot of his ideas had changed En a 
short time. 

DfSAGSEE 

Öur visït lasted just long 
enoogh for us to disagree Stokely 
began by telling me what it would 
take toget me out of jail. The only 
thing that would do tl, he said, 
was armed rebellion, culminaiing 
in a race war. 1 disagreed with 
him. VVhile f acknowdedged the 
pervasiveness of racism, the 
Earger problom should be seen in 
ierms of class explnitation and 
the capitahst system. in analyz- 
ing what was happening in the 
country, I said thal we would 
havo to accept many ailEances and 
form solidarity with any people 
fighting the common oppressor. 
He objected to the Black Panther 
alliance with Ihe Peace and 
Freedom Party and said we 
should nol associate with White 
radtcals or lel them come to our 
meetings or be invohed in uur 
rallies. Stokely worned ihat 
Whites would destroy th<‘ move- 
mi'fit, aiienate Black people. and 
lessen our ©Éfectiveness in the 
community. Later, he proved 
righl in terms of what happenod 
to the Party, although he was 
wrong in prindple. As o resull of 
coaliiions, the Black Panthers 
were brought mio the free speech 
movement. the psycheddic fad, 
and the advocaey of drugs, which 
we were and are deod set ngainst, 
All these enuses were irrelevant 
toour w ork, which was concern ed 
w ith deeper and more fundamen- 
tal issues, in fact, BUndvol Whon 
these things bappened, Stokely 
worned, Whites would try to take 
thé leadership from us. 

I did not hefieve him while he 
w ns ruiming these things dow n, to 
me, We were not into a racisi 
biig, ï toldhjm, andlhesedevflop- 
ments were not inevitablê. At the 
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time 1 feit sure that Stokely was 
afraid of himself and hi.s own 
weakresses, I responded to his 
racist analysis with n class 
analysis We couJd have solidflr- 
ily and friendship in a common 
struggle against a common op- 
pressor w ithout the IVhites takin^ 
over. But in the thirty-lhree 
months 1 spoot in jail our 
teadership did falier, and seriou^ 
frictions developed bet ween the 
Black Panthers and White radi- 
cab Not until I gol out of jail 
noarly three years later were we 
able to start putting evenlhing 
together again 

UMIAFPY MOWENTS 
One of my most un happy 
moments during the period I was 
awaiting trial was when l learrted 
of Little Bobby Hutton's murder 
on April 6, News of the 

shootout came over the prEson 
radio, I w-as shock ed hut not 
surprisod. The police daimed 
Little Bobby was shot tryiug to 
escape, but we kneu that for the 
saiiit* lie told by Southern sheriffs 
for years. Black pèdple were not 
foei led either A terrible frustrii- 
tion and rage arose in the 
community Littlr Bobby was 
murdered only two days alter 
Martin Luther King'i; assassina- 
tion, and the people were stift 
staggering under that blow. After 
King's dt j ath Police Chief Gain 
had cnnceled all police leavès and 
doublt'd t^he number of occupving 
troops in our community, which 
only inlcnsifïod the sense of 
anger and despsiir. With Bobby’s 
murder, Umsion mounted in 
Dokland. along with the fear thal 
the Black community would riol. 

On the moming of April 7, 
Charles Garry and Bobby Seale 
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came to see me, Eldridgé had 
been orrested after the shooiing t 
and Garry was gomg to defend 
him He and Bobhy were on thetr 
way that morning to a press 
conference aL the police station, 
and they wahted a message for 
ihe people. 1 gave them a tape ! 
had made, urging the ponple not 
to rioi spon tan eously This w'nuld 
only give the police an opportu- 
n Ely to continue the m assac re Th e 
people should arm ihémsélvés for 
protection when the police moved 
in to Imitalize them, bui not makt* 
them sol ve* targets for défenae- 
Jess slnughtér, Charles Garry 
delivéréd my mossage al the 
press conference and nlsn made a 
stnlemen t to ihe media iibout thy 
delibérate murder of Little Bobby 
by the police Of course, Pnlïee 
Chief Gain cxploded at thal and 
accused Garry on radio and 
Iele Vision of in tem perste and 
ftilse statements. Ho we ver, a 
former momber of ihe üakland 
Police Department, -i Black man, 
recently confirmed to us m 
private thal Little Bobby ivas 
murdered outright, He had wil 
nessed the ttifurder ihat night. 
Bobby’s deaih really (Ore me up. 1 
becarne even more deierminecf io 
use my trial as on organizing 
point agiünsl these murders 
Meiinw*hüe, Charles Garry wjs 
perse vering in his motions to 
challenge the jury selection s>^- 
tem. As a matter of fact, his 
efterts continued righi up until 
ihe day my trial bogan. His 
invêütCgations have had a pro- 
found effect on the whole judicia] 
system, and thvir repvreussion» 
can be seen ali u\jlt the country 
lodav.

A HISTORY OF COLONIALISM 


IN ZIMBABWE 

(Zimbabwe! — Cecü Rhodes, 
the notorious British imperialist 
and adventuren is the man who 
almost singlehandedly stole Zim¬ 
babwe (Rhoderio* named aftcr 
Rhodesl frocn the Matabele tribe 
in the last decade of the nine- 
teenth century Juslifying Bri- 
tain's cokmkatkm of sonthem 
A Erica and bruto! repression of 
the Black people of the area, 
Rhodes once said: 

"My c herished idea is a 
Éoiwlüin for the sociai problem* 
ï.c., in order tosave the 4Q f 000,000 
inhabilants of the United Kmg- 
dom \Brüain) from a bfoody civil 
war , we colonial statesmen must 
acquire nsw land s to settle the 
mrplut populatie n to pnnide 
jifu' moriers for the goods 
produced in the factanes and 
mines. The Empire, as 1 have 
ahuays satd, is a bread and butter 
question. If you want to avoid 
ried uw, yoii mast bccome 
imperialist s. " 

Setting out to ‘ 'save Britsb's 
40 rmilioï’. people. Rhodes woni to 
southem Africa and accumulated 
one of the targest British fortunes 
by explcitmg the Kimberiey 
diamond mines. In J87-J T ht> 
foursded the de Reers m in ing 
company, became prime minister 
of the Cape CoJony (now South 
Africal in J890. and plotled the 


Anglo-Öoer war of li599- 

Earlier, in 1086, Rhodes went 
to Zimbabwe in pursuit of his 
dream of building a British 
empire that would stretch from 
the Cape (South Africal to the 
Mediterranean eoast of Africa 
(Cairo* EgypU He tricked Chief 
LobenguJa ol Zimbabwe's Mata¬ 
bele tribe inlo signing a contract 
in whieh Rhodes pledged to pay 
VOO pounds sterling every month 
in exchonge for some land on 
which to prospect for gold. ïn 
reality, os Lobengula later dis- 
covercd, He had given the British 
colonialists the right to exploit all 
the min era Ib in Zimbabwe. 

The British then provoked an 
incident which they used as an 
excuae to unleosh a ferocious w r ar 
against the Matabele people. The 
Matabëtes fought valkant ly to 
save thetr homeland, but the 
greed of the British was over¬ 
ig helming. Zimbabwe w f bs occu- 
pied and later handed over to 
Rhodes' Chartered Company for 
ex pl oi lat ion until the country 
officiaüy becarae a British colonv 
in 1923.

really operate in the United 
States as U.S. citizens, in Japan 
as Japanese citizens and in Rrazil 
as Bmzilions rather then beitig 
govemed in prime by the ïaws of 
the United States, . We could 
even pay any natives handsomely 
to move elsewhere. r 

It is not hard to undersland, 
ho wever, why American corpo¬ 
rale giants, even those whose 
presidents must still make do 
with an office in a Park Avenue 
skyscraper mstead of a Pacific 
island. feel that they have 
ouLgrown the American Drcam. 
The top 29fi U.S.-based global 
corporations studied by the De¬ 
partment of Commerco earn 10 
per cent of their entire net prof its 
outside the United States. A 1972 
study by Business International 
Corporation, a service organiza- 
tiori for global corporations, 
shows that 122 of the top 
U.S.-based multinational corpo¬ 
rations had a higher rate of 
profits from abroad than from 
dom estic opera! ions* 

Department of Commerce sur- 
veys show that dependence of the 
leading U.S.-based corporations 
on foreign profiLs has been 
gTowlng at an acceleraÜng rato 
since 19S4. In the last ten ye&rs il 
has been substantially easier to 
Hiake profits abroud than in the 
U.S. economy* The result has 
been thaL U.S. corporations have 
been shilling more and more of 
their total assets abroad; aboul 
one-third of the lotai ossets of the 
Chemical industry, about 40 per 
cent of the total assets of the 
consumer goods industry, about 
75 per cent of those of the 
electrical induatry, about one- 
third of the assets of the 
pharmaceutical industry are now 
locaiod outsidc the United States. 

"Jnvestment abroad is invest^ 
ment in America" is the new 
slogan of the globul corpora- 
tions.O

similor to that of Rhodes‘ Chor- 

tered Company — to promote the 
economie and politica! intérests of 
the White settfer regime. 

The Whites who lived in the 
F'ederatton were diehard racists. 
Mubbornly unwilling to share any 
pow ar with the BI ack p eo p Ie wh osq 
land they heel stolen. As Black 
discontent grew and tlireatened to 
erupt into fuÜECale revolution, 
Britain was faced wilh a serious 
dilemma. Either it would support 
the White supremacist colonial- 
ists or give into the demands of 
the Black majority population. 

Never liked by the Black 
population, the Federntion began 
lo crumble in 1963. Its dissolutïon 
was foilowed by the independ- 
ence of Zambia I Northern 
Rhodesial and Malawi in 1964. In 
Zimbabwe, the White setller 
regime, headed by Ian Smith, 
determined that it would nol go 
the w r ay of its northem néighbors 
— which uere ruled by Black 
govemments —and illegally de- 
c la red the colony “uni later ally 
independent" of Britain on 
November ! 1, 1965* In effect, the 
Smilh govemment established a 
White "repubÜc" slmilar to that 
in South Africa in which political 
rights were denied to the majority 
Black population who wero ex- 
ploited as a cheap source of labor. 

Frior to the November, 1965, 
White settfer takeover Zim- 
babweans, led by the Zimbabwe 
Afriean National Union (ZANUL 
launched the armed libenstion 
struggle against the White mi- 
nority govemment in l%4, 
ECONOMIC SANcriDNS 

Despïte the economie sa net i ons 
imposed against Rhodesia by the 
United Nations, in 1975 more 
than 10 LI ,3. firms were operating 
in the breakaway British colony. 
Uirgely through American, South 
Afriean and — prior to the 
liberation of Mozambique and 
Angola — Portuguese aid. the 
Smith regime has been abie to 
survive. In fact, it has tbrived. 

Faced with defeat by Zim' 
babwean fiberation forces, the 
minority govemment has impris- 
oned 1,500 freedom fighters and 
has built concentrütion camps — 
so-called "protected hamlels" — 
where nearly one million people 
have been kidnapped from their 
homes in & desperate effort to 
iaolaie them from the liberation 
forces,

to conduct an incestigation into 
rncinlly disrriminatnry practica* 
in private juvenile inslitutions in 
the state, 

In recent yeors, indmduals and 
orgajHzations from with in the 
community have demanded that 
the rimches be closed. While 
divided on thïs issue, the grand 
jury noted the inadequate per- 
$onal counseling the youths re- 
coive as a result of suf! short- 
ages. The report also pointed out 
that because the ranch es are 
loented in rund aieas, they are 
iinsalisfactory as o ineans 'Tor 
teaching youths to cape with their 
ordinary urbiui situaüon. 

Among the recommendfuiutis 
of the grand jury are: 

•An mcreasing ainount of 
funds for supemsion and coun¬ 
seling of juveniles should be 
dj va ried from the Juvenile Prüba- 
tion Department to community* 
bosed groups which demonstrute 
that they have the ubility to 
prnvide reoponsible youth ser¬ 
vices; and 

•InstitutiOnaJ radsm at l>og 
Cubin Ranch must be ended by: 

11 1 revising eximing t ivil Service 
job categorie? that require coun¬ 
selors al the ranchos to possess 
bachelor of arts degreefl. ihcrcby 
opanmg the wny for mort* mi-
